The Immigmtion BiH 

In addition to legislation suggested in 
the recent message of President Wilson, 
it is quite certain that Oong r ee s win 
shortly pass a law restriciini: immigra- 
tion from Foreign countries. Uereto- 
tore, immigration has frequently reached 
anil sliirlitly passed the million mark 
per year, but the year lUia broke all 
reeords, and something like one mil- 
lion and si.\ hundred thousand (1,600,- 
000) were received into this country. 
Twenty and thirty years ago the immi- 
fjration from abroad was of a very de- 
sirable (^u^liiy^ hu^ the kind that ia now 
coming in is largely from the soath of 
Europe, and instead of being an asset to 
the country they become burdens. They 
are anwilling as a mle to work oa oar 
great farms of Ihe south and west, and 
hundreds of (houaands of them haof 
aroand the large cities, lured by tha 
bright livrhis, and being out of employ- 
ment much of the time, they beeoasa 
criminals, sneh as the "Blaekhand 8o- 
ciety" and the "New York Gunmen," 
or else (bey become paupers and thus a 
ohapfe on the pnblle. The Bill now be> 
fore Congr. S3 provides, among other 
things, a literary test, which will keep 
iwo-thirds of them oat of this ooantry. 
Such a law passed Congress twenty years

understood that tie will sign the Bill 
when it is presenied for his signature.

Senate Passes Bill Providing 
Check on AB Stale In- 
^tHutions. 

The Senate passed Thursday a bill 

whicli if concurred in by i>ic House and 
!iii;aed by the Governor will revolution- 
iaa oosspletrty th« systass of paying out 
appropriations in Kentucky. Its authors 
claim iliat it will atford a complete 
eheek on all ospsMsa arnlldsiMrtments 
and institutions, save the State thous- 
ands of dollars in interest by keeping ap- 
propriatkMa in tha SiaU traasury while 
they are drawn upon, instead of paying 
lUem out iu lump sum, and enable the 
variotts iastitntkMM to rsdnoa iMf dsv> 
ical force. 

The measure requires the governing 
boards of all inMltntloas lo aUnin from 
the creditors of such institutions item- 
ized moQlbly siatesments. These siate- 
in«nu nmst be sent to tha StaU Audit- 
or, if approved by the institutions. The 
Auditor then eives the individual cred- 
itor It voBOber lor tho amount dae him. 
Heretofore the institutions have been 
drawing their appropriaiions .u a lump 
sum and paying thoir Mils themselves. 

The bill finally passed was Senator 
Glean s bill. No. 75, which was substi- 
tuted (or a sImiW bill by Senator Speer. 
Section -t, appropriating $5,000 to the 
Auditor and 11,500 lo the Treasurer, on 
ac«oont of tho hirgor oWrioal faiw OMi- 

ed, was eliminated. 

Senator Montgomery made a strong 
flgbt to hoTo the bill smsniisi so as to 
have the Auditor draw a warrant in fav- 
or of the treasurer of the institution con- 
cerned forthe aggregate monthly ex 
pense and let him pay the individual 
creditors, but was defeated. The final 
Vole on the final passmo of bill stood 
:u to 0. 

Senator Overslreet, in advocating the 

measnio, dophwod that the people of the 

State were looking to tho n^oeratic 
Legislature for oonstroetiTS Isglslation. 

"Unless we do something to relieve th» 

State's Hnancial troubles, the great in- 
dependent Democratic vote will bid usa 
sad, but everlasting fareweK," he de 
clared.
